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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT    OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Antrim : 
Gentlemen : — 

I  iierewith  submit  my  first  report  on  the  schools  of  An- 
trim for  the  year  ending  February  1st,  1919.  My  term  of 
service  began  in  August  and  this  report  is  based  on  a  knowl- 
edge of  your  schools  gained  since  that  time.  It  will,  there- 
fore, be  somewhat  genera]  in  character. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  substantial  character  of 
the  work  already  done,  and  it  is  hoped  to  continue  this  with 
intensified  results. 
Attendance : 

Owing  to  the  epidemic  that  has  been  prevalent  during  the 
fall  and  winter  months  the  attendance  during  that  time  has 
been  somewhat  broken  up,  which,  of  course,  has  had  its  ef- 
fect on  the  work  in  the  schools.  The  per  cent  of  attendance 
as  may  be  seen  from  the  statistical  table  appended,  was  83.9. 
The  per  cent  for  the  year  ending  in  June,  1918  was  92.9.  This 
was  a  falling  off  of  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  While,  of  course,  the  difference  was  very  slight, 
it  would  have  been  more  encouraging  had  it  been  in  the 
other  direction.  What  we  should  strive  for  is  a  per  cent  of  95 
or  96,  and,  under  normal  conditions,  this  standard  ought  to 
be  attained.  Regular  attendance  is  a  matter  which  vitallv  af- 
fects the  school  progress  of  the  child,  and  it  is  also  a  matter 
primarily,  for  parents  to  attend  to.  In  this,  I  am  sure,  we 
may  look  for  close  co-operation  between  the  home  and  the 
school. 

The  Grades : 

The  work  in  the  grades  has  been  conducted  along  the 
lines  heretofore  laid  out.  with  as  close  an  adherence  as  con- 
ditions in  the  schools  warrant  to  the  state  program  of  studies. 
In  my  opinion  the  work  in  the  grades,  especially  th.c  first  six, 
is  vital  to  the  future  edi:cational  p>rogress  of  the  children, 
for  in  these  grades  is  laid  the  foundation  on  which  future 
progress  rests  It  often  happens  that  children  pass  through 
the  grades  without  acquiring  that  thoroughness  in  the  funda- 
mentals which  is  absolutely  necessary  if  their  work  in  higher 
schools  is  to  be  satisfactoiw.  In  arithmetic,  the  inability  to 
perform  accurately  and  rapidly  the  fundamental  operations, 
and  with  this  a  hesitancy  in  the  manipulation  of  numbers  in 
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the  common  processes  is  too  often  apparent.  In  the  use  of 
English  there  is  frequently  a  looseness  and  slovenliness,  due 
sometimes  to  carelessness,  and  often  to  ignorance,  which 
ought  not  tO'  exist.  In  other  subjects  lack  of  definiteness  pre- 
vails. Therefore,  it  is  to  be  our  poHcy  to  emphasize  as  much 
as  possible  the  work  in  the  grades. 
Buildings : 

In  the  matter  cf  buikdings  there  are  one  or  two  details 
which  ]  would  like  to  call  to  your  attention.  Cleanliness  of 
the  school  rooms  is  a  consideration  which  is  often  overlooked, 
yet  it  is  an  important  factor  in  determining  the  attitude  of 
children  toward  school.  The  teacher  and  the  chldren  have  a 
great  deal  to  do  with  the  appearance  of  the  school  room  in 
this  respect,  still  some  definite  policy  regarding  school  house 
cleaning  is  very  desirable.  School  rooms  ought  to  have  a 
thorough  cleaning  two  or  three  times  a  year  at  least.  A  su- 
perficial cleaning  once  a  year  is  not  enough.  The  tloors, 
walls,  windows  and  woodwork  need  to  be  frequently  washed 
and  kept  as  clean  as  possible,  and  then  habits  of  neatness  on 
the  part  of  the  children  can  be  taught  more  effectively.  This 
is  in  addition  to  the  sanitary  results  obtained.  Regarding  the 
floors,  those  which  are  of  some  form  of  hard  wood  could  be 
kept  m.uch  more  sanitaiy,  and  would  present  a  cleaner  ap.- 
pearance  if  they  were  oiled  once  or  twice  a  year.  This  is 
especially  true  of  the  Center  building.  This  has  been  oiled 
once  before,  I  believe,  but  applications  once  or  twice  a  year 
are  necessary.  The  building  at  the  North  Branch  is  a  model 
one  in  many  wavs,  and  with  attention  to  the  decails  suggested 
above  could  be  made  very  homelike  and  comfortable. 
Teachers : 

Some  changes  in  teachers  were  made  necessary  for  the 
beginning  of  school  in  September.  jNJiss  Rose  Wilkinson  was 
transferred  from  the  East  school  to  the  primary  room  in  the 
village.  Marion  Wilkinson  w^as  elected  for  the  school  at  the 
East.  For  the  North  Branch  school  Miss  Susie  Maxwell  was 
secured.  In  the  High  school  Miss  Helen  Tyler  and  Miss  Edna 
Barrett  were  secured.  The  enthusiasm  and  co-operation  of 
all  the  teachers  is  excellent,  and  with  these  qualities  manifest 
it  is  hoped  to  do  good  substantial  work,  notwithstanding  the 
serious  interruptions  during  the  year. 
The  High  School : 

The  work  in  the  High  school  is  along  usual  lines.     Mr. 
Jones,  the  Head  Alaster,  has  this  to  say  regarding  it; 

"This  year  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  35,  one  of  whom 
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has  since  dierl,  leaving  a  membership  of  34.  1  his  is  unusually 
small,  but  so  far  as  1  can  learn,  at  least  the  usual  proportion 
of  boys  and  girls  are  attending-  high  school.  The  decreased 
enrollment  comes  from  decreased  population  largely.  High 
wages  in  war  time  makes  a  little  difference,  both  here  and  in 
Bennington,  and  many  of  the  high  school  pupils  in  Benning- 
ton prefer  to  attend  schools  where  they  can  take  commercial 
or  mechanical  courses  ....  This  year,  as  everyone  knows, 
the  work  has  been  badly  broken  up  by  influenza.  We  have 
lost  seven  weeks  of  school,  of  which  we  shall  probably  make 
up.  about  five,  and  close  the  last  of  June.  We  are  already  at- 
tempting to  work  at  a  little  higher  pressure  tO'  make  up  for 
the  shortened  school  year.  .  .  .  Last  June  the  Antrim,  Wo- 
man's Club  gave  their  piano  to  the  High  school.  The  timely 
and  generous  grift  has  been  much  appreciated  by  teachers  and 
pupils.  We  have  given  the  old  piano  to  the  grammar  school. 
.  One  new  custom  whicii  we  have  started  this  year  is  a' 
series  of  declamations  in  which  each  pupil  has  to  take  part. 
Until  interrupted  by  the  intiuenza  we  had  had  three  programs, 
and'  the  pupils  made  a  very  creditable  showing  for  beginners 
in  that  line.  In  the  English  classes  special  attention  is  being 
given  to  oral  English.  Through  frequent  discussions  in  his- 
tory and  English  classes  we  ti"y  to  relate  the  school  work  to 
the  important  history  now  being  made.  We  feel  that  intelli- 
gent reading  and  thinking  and  ability  of  self-expression  in 
clear  English  are  among  the  most  important  habits  we  can 
inculcate  in  school." 

Regarding  the  work  in  music  Miss  Colburn,  the  super- 
visor reports  that  in  the  primary  grades  the  work  is  along  the 
line  of  learning  rote  songs,  singing  simple  exercises  in  oral 
dictation,  and  sight  reading.  The  intermediate  and  grammar 
grades  do  two  and  three-part  singing,  and  oral  and  written 
dictation.  She  says :  ''The  chorus  work  in  the  High  school 
has  been  four-part  work  and  we  have  used  patriotic  songs,  as 
the  songs  of  the  allied  nations,  coinmunity  songs,  etc.  A  great 
deal  of  interest  is  shown  in  the  music,  both  in  the  grades  and 
in  the  High  school.  The  schools  in  the  outside  di-^tricts  are 
visited  once  in  two  weeks  and  the  same  course  of  study  is 
used  as  in  the  grade  schools." 

The  w^ork  in  drawing  is  under  the  same  direction  as  here- 
tofore. Regarding  it  Miss  Baker  says :  "The  work  in  the 
manual  arts  during  the  past  year  has  been  devoted  mainly  to 
free-hand  drawing,  illustration,  perspective,  lettering,  color- 
harmonies,      dress   design,   poster     work,    covered   cardboard 
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boxes,  calendars,  bookmaking,  basketry,  postcard  designing, 
and  water  color  painting.  .  .  The  teachers  have  co-oper- 
ated heartily  in  the  work.'' 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  express  my  hearty  appreci- 
ation for  the  cordial  co-operation  accorded  me  on  the  part  of 
teachers  and  school  officials.

REMARKS  BY  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Citizens  of  Antrim : 


It  seems  fitting  in  this  connection  to  refer  to  the  shock 
that  has  been  sustained  by  our  school  interests,  in  the  recent 
accidental  death  of  H'ARRY  B.  DRAKE,  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  school  board,  and  also  of  his  son,  HOLLIS  E. 
DRAKE,  who  was  president  of  the  senior  class  in  the  high 
school. 

The  elder  'Mr.  Drake  had  been  a  member  of  the  school 
board  for  a  number  of  years,  and  displayed  here  the  same 
zeal  and  promptness  that  characterized  his  many  other  activ- 
ities. 

He  was  a  genial  work  fellow,  loved  by  those  associated 
with  him 

In  his  departure  wc  have  suffered  a  real  and  permanent 
loss.  Others  will  be  called  to  fill  the  place  but  no  one  can 
*jring  to  it  just  the  same  spirit  and  method. 

It  is  hard  to  see  why  this  sad  fate  should  overtake  two 
lives  that  were  so  filled  with  usefulness  in  the  present,  and 
promise  for  the  future. 


In  this  year  of  scarcity  of  teachers  we  have  been  fortu- 
nate in  securing  a  grade  of  teachers  as  high,  probably,  as 
could  be  f'jund  for  the  money  paid.  A  number  of  schools  in 
the  state  have  been  obliged  to  drop  their  agricultural  course 
because  a  competent  teacher  could  not  be  secured. 

It  is  becoming  a  question  here  whether  it  would  not  be 
better  to  drop  this  course  in  our  high  school,  substituting  other 
studies  and  retaining  the  domestic  arts  course.  We  are  glad 
to  note  that  our  superintendent,  Mr.  Prior,  is  planning  to  pay 
closer  attention    to  the  common  branches  taught  in  the  grades. 

We  are  in  a  peculiar  situation  this  year  in  regard  to  rais- 
ing mone^'.  The  statement  from  the  State  Department  giving 
the  amount  of  money  required  by  law  has  not  been  sent  out 
as  usual,  because  there  is  at  present  a  bill  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education  in  the  Legislature,  wdiich,  if  it  becomes 
a  ^aw,  wmII  reorganize  the  whole  system  of  raising  school 
money  and  apportionment  of  state  aid. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  the  new  law  will  be  in  force  be- 
fore the  date  of  the  school  meeting,  in  which  case  we  shall 
have  to  conform  to  its  requirements. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  may  appear  at  that  time  good 
reason  for  postponing  the  raising  of  money  until     an     ad- 
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joumed  meeting  of  later  date. 

Just  what  plan  will  be  followed  depends,  of  course,  upon 
action  at  Concord. 

We  will,  however,  make  the  required  statements  under 
the  present  law,  and  in  the  recommendation  for  additional 
money  assume  the  amoimt  required  by  law  to  be  the  same  as 
in  the  recent  past,  which  is  $1,950  00

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

The  interest  in  the  James  A.  Tuttle  Library  was  never 
better  than  it  is  today,  and  the  young  people  of  the  town  as 
well  as  the  older  portion  of  the  community  are  its  regular  pa- 
trons. 

The  total  circulation  of  books  for  the  year  1918  was 
about  7,150.  which  is  not  quite  up  to  that  of  the  past  few  years, 
but  is  due  in  part  to  many  of  our  young  people  being  away, 
and  the  closing  of  the  library  for  six  weeks  during  the  epi- 
demic of  inifiuenza.  The  largest  number  of  books  put  out  in 
one  day  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  on  August  10th.  The 
smallest  number  was  twenty-five  on  the  24th  of  December,  a 
very  stormv  day.  During  the  past  year  several  new  maga- 
zines have  been  added  to  the  reading  tables,  and  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  new  books  purchased,  including  Bi- 
ography, Travel,  History,  Science,  F^scays,  Senior  and  Junior 
fiction.  One  hundred  and  ninety  old  books  have  been  re- 
bound. Sixty-one  visitors  have  registered  during  the  year, 
manv  of  whom  expressed  surprise  and  appreciation  at  finding 
so  large  and  attractive  a  library  in  a  town  of  Antrim's  size.
